today by the privy council. 
The age-old ceremony was held just 16 hours after 
King George V had died in a painless coma at Sandring­ 
ham House, at 11:55 p. m.

The British embassy lowered its 
flag to half mast and entered im­ 
mediate mourning, cancelling all 
social events. At the White House 
however, it was said no orders had 
been issued for half-masting the 
Stars and Stripes over government 
buildings. 
Reception Postponed 
Mrs.

Roosevelt, 
wife of the president, cancelled a 
theater engagement last night aft­ 
er learning of the death of the 
king. A White House statement 
said the congressional reception 
scheduled for Thursday “ has been 
postponed to a later date out of 
respect to the memory of King 
George.”

Georg e the Fifth, king of G reat Britain, 
Ireland and of the far-flung B ritish dominions, em p eror of India and 
ruler of 4 8 0,000,000 souls, succeeded to the throne May 6 19 10. 
Me was th ■ only surviving son of Edward VII. 
He was a wise and beloved mon arch. The silver jubilee of his 
reig n was celebrated throug hout his emp ire last year in a vast out­ 
p ouring of p ag eants and ceremonies. 
His life m arked a new era in 
world affairs, the chang ing of the western world into the m odernity 
of the tw entieth century. 
It w as m arked by discoveries in science 
and invention, but was m arred by . 
the g reatest w ar the world had 
ever known. 
Georg e 
was 
characteristically 
shy. He did 
not 
make 
friends 
easily, but; those he made he sup ­ 
p orted firm ly and unfailing ly. His 
shyness was an evidence of B ritish 
reserve, but endeared him to his 
subjects. 
Labored For Em p ire 
He was schooled in the tradition 
of his g randm other, Victoria, th at 
royalty is a thing 
ap art, 
to 
be 
secluded from the p eop le, p reser­ 
ved as a relic of the rig ht and 
m ig ht of king s of the middle ag es. 
B ut for all this, his p eop le knew 
him as a kindly g entlem an. 
His 
life was not fam iliar to them as 
that of an ordinary human being 
but they recog nized his desires to 
benefit his emp ire. 
In all the years 
of 
his 
reig n, 
there were none of the som etimes 
scandalous stories of g ay doing s 
am ong the brig ht lig hts th at sur­ 
rounded Edw ard, his p redecessor. 
Georg e attended strictly to busi­ 
ness, his business being the g uard­ 
ianship of the w elfare of the em ­ 
p ire. Queen V ictoria’s court was 
severe with all the narrow -m inded­ 
ness 
of

’nineties. 
Georg e’s 
court was decorous but recog nized 
the modern trend of civilization. 
Until his serious illness in 19 28 , 
the king was the king , in cap ital 
letters, to his p eop le. When bron­ 
chial p neumonia alm ost killed him 
at C hristm as time of th at year, 
there was an unp recedented out­ 
burst of affection which surp rised 
even the royal family, long accus­ 
tomed to cheering ^uid flag waving .

A bad cold, also fatal, was resp on­ 
sible for his death.

In 18 9 2, Queen Victoria still was 
on the throne with a firm g rip on 
the reins desp ite her years.

him, 
the 
Duke of Clarence, his first born. 
There seemed 
but 
the 
rem otest 
p ossibility of Prince Georg e ever 
becoming king . 
But Clarence 
caug ht 
a 
cold 
while hunting and was dead within 
a week. Victoria died in 19 01. Ed­ 
w ard was crowned and Georg e be­ 
came direct heir. He ascended;M ay 
G, 19 10. at 
45, 
a 
“sailor king ,” 
better known throug h his voyag es 
as a naval officer, to the p eop les 
of the dominions, than to Eng lish­ 
men. 
A ctually Georg e’s life story may 
be said then to have started with 
the death of his brother. It broug ht 
him a wife in addition to a crown. 
He was born June 3, 18 65, at the 
M arlboroug h house in London. He 
was christened Frederick Ernest 
Albert Georg e and was known to 
the immediate family as “Georg ie.” 
Not over-strong , his childhood 
was the strict one of the times. He 
and his brothers and sister were 
not allowed to read or 
p lay 
on 
Sundays. 
Like his 
father, 
Georg e 
was 
fond of the sea, a fondness he re­ 
tained to

Eventually h# 
w ent to Osborne 
colleg e, the Annap olis of Eng land, 
and from there entered the navy, 
first as a “Middy” and later as a 
lieutenant.

Ceylon, 
Eg yp t, Palestine and Greece. 
The broad facts of 
Georg e’s 
m arriag e * are history buk behind 
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them is more rom antic coincidence 
; than m any a film director would 
1 dare use. Princess Mary, daug hter 
of the Duke and Duchess of Teek, 
had been eng ag ed to the Duke of 
Clarence. But when the Duke died 
and the official year of m ourning 
was ended, 
she 
married 
Prince 
Georg e for the best of all p ossible 
reasons—because they loved each 
other. 
This was in 18 9 3. They lived a 
simp le life, raising a family of five 
sons and one daug hter, all of whom 
were born before his accession to 
the throne and all excep t one of 
which are still living . His children 
are the Prince of Wales, Edw ard, 
his successor, the Duke of York, 
Princess M ary (the Countess of 
Harewood), the Duke of Glouces­ 
ter, the Duke of Kent, and Prince 
John. Prince John died as a boy of 
13 in 19 19 . 
King Edw ard died and Georg e 
ascended the throne at a tim e of 
British p rosp erity and p eace. The 
first years of his reig n were/ un­ 
troubled, 
but 
almost 
w ithout 
w arning the world was p lung ed 
into war. Belg ium 
was 
invaded. 
Russia mobilized; Aug . 
4, 
19 14, 
Great Britain 
declared 
w ar 
on 
Germany and her allies, in sup p ort 
of 
her 
p ledg e 
to 
defend 
the 
neutrality of Belg ium. 
The country seemed ‘to turn to 
its ruler as a child to its m other 
in a moment of terror. Thousands 
milled around Bucking ham p alace. 
And Georg e did not fail them . He 
sp oke of confidence and faith and 
the cause of rig ht over mig ht. He 
worked 15 hours a day, visiting 
hosp itals and 
m eeting 
with 
his 
m inisters. He sent 
his 
son, 
the 
Prince of W ales and heir to the 
throne, straig ht out of school to 
the battle front. He himself often 
visited the front and was a source 
of anxiety to his g enerals for his 
lack of caution. Once a sp irited 
horse he was riding , reared and 
fell on him and he had a narrow 
escap e. 
When 
the 
w ar 
ended, 
King 
Georg e turned to the task of re­ 
storing a w eary and battle scarred 
nation. He faced it bravely, alw ays 
rem em bering the deaths of alm ost 
a million B ritish subjects in battle. 
In com m em orating these deaths, 
on a raw November day in 19 28 , 
while standing bare-headed at the 
Memorial cenotap h, he contracted 
the cold th at nearly cost his life 
and weakened his

surveys which produced importa nt tra de 
a nd industria l da ta never before compiled. 
Although in no va y compelled to do so, 
business men coopera ted pra ctica lly 100 
per cent. 
At the close of the yea r, Lubin sent out 
letters of a pprecia tion to the reporting 
firms. In return he received hundreds of

Then ca me 19 35— a nd the big cha nge.

These conditions a re pa rticula rly 
likely to occur in elderly people who 
live by them selves a nd cook their 
own mea ls.

The prediction that city incomes 
in 1936 will show a ten per cent 
r se and be reflected to farm er 
prices bu t the fu tu re of American 
farm ing depends on the shaping 
of a clear, lev el-headed agricu l­ 
tu ral program.

Monday afternoon by V. R. W ertz, 
farm economist of Ohio S tate u ni­ 
v ersity , in an address at the an­ 
nual m eeting of stockholders of 
the Pickaway Grain Co. 
“ Ag riculture in recent y ears has 
been the shock 
absorber of the 
country ,” Prof. W ertz said, 
“ab­ 
sorbing those shu t ou t in the city 
and selling produ cts to city people 
at ruinous prices.”

speaker. 
“Prev iou s to the Work! W ar ou r 
country was in 
debt to 
foreign 
countries and we paid ou r interest 
larg ely 
with agricu ltu ral 
pro­ 
ducts,” Prof. W ertz stated. “Now 
we are a creditor nation and we 
hav e a laby rinth of high 
tariff 
walls. History shows 
once 
y ou 
establish tariffs it is difficu lt to 
tear these walls down and if y ou 
knock them down y ou also knock 
down industry . We needn’t ex pect 
an increase in ex ports within the 
nex t y ear or two. 
'The loss of an ex port m arket 
is one of the chief factors in farm ­ 
ing conditions and one of the 
larg est questions today . 
Our future is closely tied with 
the situation. D u ring 
the 
period 
from 19 29 to 1932 ex ports declined 
56 per cent in v olu me, w heat ex ­ 
ports declined 7 5 per cent, tobacco, 
30 per cent, and hay 5 0 per cent. 


Pioneer Day s Ov er 
“ Pioneer day s in agricu ltu re are 
ov er.. In y ears past we 
were 
ex ­ 
panding in population and indu stry 
and we 
needed 
no 
agricu ltu re 
policy . Co-operativ es hav e been a 
success on some 
thing s and

business enterprizes, bu t they hav e 
failed in 
many 
way s. F arm ers 
don't g et where they want to go 
with them. There must be a proper 
balance between ag riculture, com­ 
merce and industry . These chan­ 
nels must meet and somewhere, a 
place I am unable to ex plain, will 
be the meeting place.”

presented by Prof. W ertz showed 
the trend in farm v alu es, tax es and 
m ortgage 
debts.

1920 
the 
av erage land price was $120 per 
acre. In the first half of 1933 it 
slu mped to $5 1 
and 
since 
than 
tim e has adv anced abou t 20 per 
cent. 
In 1910 to 1914 the av erage tax 
per acre w as 6 7 cents. The y ear 
1929 saw tax es rise to $1 7 0 per 
acre and between that y ear and 
1932 drop to $1.22. The 1935 av er­ 
age was 80 cents per 
ac e. 
The 
m ortgage debt in 1910 was abou t 
three billion. In 1932 that debt had 
been increased to eight billion. He 
reported it

been 
decreased 
since that time bu t recent figu res 
were not av ailable. 
Prof. W ertz predicted a m arked 
increase in home bu ilding in 1936 
and showed charts of the close 
relationship between the branches 
of indu stry and farm incomes.

He 
worked 15 hours a clay, visiting 
hospitals and meeting with his 
ministers. He sent his son, the 
Prince of Wales and heir to the 
throne, straight out of school to 
the battle front. He himself often 
visited the front and was a source 
of anxiety to his generals for his 
•lack of caution. Once a spirited 
'horse he was riding, reared and 
fell on him and he had a narrow 
escape. 


When the 
war 
ended, King 


George turned to the task of re- 
storing a weary and battle scarred 
nation. He faced it bravely, always 
remembering the deaths of almost 
a million British subjects in battle. 
•In commemorating these deaths, 
on a raw November day in 1928, 
while standing bare-headed at the 
Memorial cenotaph, he contracted 
the cold that nearly cost his life 
and weakened his body for the 
fatal illness seven years later.

ERATE IN GATHERING LABOR 


STATISTICS 


WASHINGTON — The extent to which 


business men suddenly have turned against 
the New Deal is vividly revealed by a re- 
cent experience of Dr. Isidor Lubin, head 
of the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 


ln-'1.93.'> and 1934 he initiated several 


surveys which produced important trade 
and- industrial data never before compiled. 
Although in no -vay compelled to do so, 
business men cooperated practically 100 
per cent. 


At the close of the year, Lubin sent out 


letters of appreciation 
to the reporting 


firms. In return he received hundreds of 
approving replies assuring him 
of 
con? 


tinned collaboration. 


Then came 1935 — and the big change. 
Soon. after the Supreme Court's demoli- 


tion of the NRA, there was a decline in the 
number of reporting companies. By sum- 
mer, the decrease totaled 1,000 a month. 
By October, the drop had reached . such 
proportions that it was menacing the ela- 
borate fact-gathering system Lubin had 
developed. 


•• Casting about for an idea to re-enlist 


the cooperation of business men, Lubin hit 
on the plan of sending out a courteous ack- 
nowledgment of their past assistance in 
inviting its continuance. To save money 
he printed a small card, instead of writ- 
ing individual letters. The cards went out 
an4 Lubin anxiously sat back to await the 
response. 


He got it — without delay. 
The returning mails brought scorching 


letters from irate business men demanding 
what'jhevmeant by "wasting the taxpayers' 
money." They refused to have anything 
further to do with his surveys.

BRYAN'S FUTILE FIGHT 


Secretary of State William Jen- 


nings Bryan was licked from Nov. 
12, 1914, on. On that date he sent 
a cablegram 
of protest 
to the 


British government, which virtual- 
ly was ignored. 


He protested "it \vouid seem not 


to the .commercial or other inter- 
ests of Great Britain to pursue a 
policy which would cripple Ameri- 
can manufacturers 
and 
depress 


ing pressure on that part of the 
British interests in the colonies." 


Concerning which, Senator Ben- 


nett Champ Clark, Democrat, of 
Missouri, a 
member of -the in- 


vestigating committee, remark?: 


"It is apparent the British never 


took American protests seriously 
and 
the 
American government 


never pressed them." 


Bryan was defeated by the bank- 


government which 
was sympa- 


thetic to the banking group. Even- 
tually President Wilson, himself, 
despite all his efforts, was drawn 
into the whirlpool. It seemed in- 
evitable from that first defeat of 
Bryan in November, 1914. The 
United States was destined to bo 
drawn in with thc allies from that.

ELDERLY MEMBERS of a house- 


hold require proper food nearly as 
much as infants and chilJren. a:id 
just as much as the middle-used 


members of the 
household. But 
frequently they 
do not obtain 
this. 
There is 


no effort on the 
p a r t 
of the 


family 
to. su- 


pervise t h e i r 
dietary 
habits. 


They are sup- 
posed to be old 
e n o u g h t o 
k n o w w h a t 
they want 
to 


eat. and their 
i n d i v i d u a l 
crotchets 
an d 


tastes may lead 
them far astray. 


One of the common faults in the 


dietary of elderly people is that they 
eat too many starches, which supply 
more calories than their physical ac- 
tivity warrants. Another fault is that 
they select foods which lack In .iron 
and Vitamin B and may lack other 
vitamins. As a result, the bone mar- 
row receives an inadequate supply of 
materials necessary to build blood 
cells. Just as the more rapid growth 
In children makes a certain type of 
diet necessary for them, so 'the rapid 
destruction of tissue and degenera- 
tion of tissues in the elderly makes 
a properly selected diet necessary for 
them. 


No Definite DiteaM 


These old people need not show 


any definite disease picture, such as 


Dr. iClendening 


scurvy. pellagra or' anemia, but they 
are on the border lino of uome fluch 
conditions. 
In an elderly man who' 


has some hardening of the r.rtortea, 
with soire :natu:":l deterioration ,in 
thc force of thc hciu-t. It ia more 


c'.'srnry than ever that the finality 


of his blood should be «uu!h that It 
brings nutrlnient to the tissues with- 
out imposing: additional effort on n-la 
heart. 


Long ago I was Impressed with the 


finding that elderly people with'ane- 
mia, 'especially 'pernicious anemia, 
had for many years eaton practically 
no moat, eggs or milk at all. 


These conditions are particularly 


likely to occur In elderly people who 
live by themselves and cook their 
own .meals. -They live mostly on 
processed foods and starchy foods, 
such as crackers, and out of canned 
goods, and all too frequently take a 
nip at the bottle or a nip at a tonic ' 
in lieu of something substantial to 
eat. 
Not a few cases of actual 


scurvy have been found in people 
living under these conditions. 


Fresh foods particularly—not 
a 


great fiuanttty Of foods, but, fresh 
foods—are 
necessary to maintain 


health in people past the meridian 
of life.

sorbing those shut out in the city 
and selling products to city people 
at ruinous prices."

speaker. 


"Previous to the World War our 


country was in debt to foreign 
countries and we paid our interest 
largely 
with 
agricultural 
pro- 


ducts," Prof. Wertz stated. "Now 
we are a creditor nation and we 
have a labyrinth of high 
tariff 


walls. History shows once you 
establish tariffs it is difficult to 
tear these walls down and if you 
knock them down you also knock 
down industry. We needn't expect 
an increase in exports within the 
next year or. two. 
''*^The loss of an export market 
la one of the chief factors in farm- 
ing conditions and one of the 
largest questions today. 


Our future is closely tied with 


the situation. During the period 
from 1929 to 1932 exports declined 
56 per cent in volume, wheat ex- 
porta declined 75 per cent, tobacco, 
30 per cent, and hay 50 per cent. 


Pioneer Days Over 


"Pioneer days in agriculture are 


over:. In years past we were ex- 
panding in population and industry

Co-operatives have been a 
on some things and as 


business enterprizes, but they have 
failed in many ways. Farmers

In 1910 to 1914 the average tax 


per acre was 67 cents. The year 
1929 
saw taxes rise to SI.70 per 


acre and between that year and 
1932 drop to $1.22. The W.5 aver- 
age was 80 cents per 
ar-'-c. The 


mortgage debt in 1910 \vas about 
three billion. In 1932 that debt had 
been increased to eight billion. He 
reported it has been decreased 
since that time but recent figures 
were not available. 


Prof. Wertz predicted a narked I 


increase in home building in 1933 • 
and showed charts of the 
clonr 


relationship between the branches 
of industry and farm incomes. The 
graphs were side by side.
